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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tung 
et al. (USPN 6543676 B2). 

Tung teaches a screen printing apparatus, which would have a plurality of 
through holes for printing solder (figure 4C and col 4 lines 31-46). 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chan et al. (USPN 6592943 B2). 

Chan teaches a screen printing apparatus (stencil) with a plurality of through 
holes for printing solder (col 9 line 55 - col 10 line 41 ). 

Response to Arguments 

4. In response to applicant's argument that neither Chan nor Tung teaches that the 
device is used to print between pins to mark circuit boards and that the instant invention 
teaches printing isolation portions rather than solder portions, a recitation of the 
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intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

The instant structure is a printing screen capable of printing a variety of 
compositions and materials on a variety of substrate configurations. 

Therefore the 102 rejection of claims 1 and 2 as anticipated by Tung stands and 
the 102 rejection of claims 1 and 2 as anticipated by Chan stands.
